911 dispatcher has 
been picking up for 
Lincoln for 20 years 

Editor’s note: This article is 
part of a new occassional

LANCASTER — When 
Lincoln County resident 
Jean Combs first began her 
new job as a 911 dispatcher 
in 1993, she recorded 
everything with paper and 
pencil and used a big, built- 
in microphone attached to 
an analog radio console. 

But after spending 20 
years answering Lincoln 
County’s 911 calls, things 
look very different when 
Combs gets to work — 
large flat screens display¬ 
ing huge amounts of data 
fill almost every blank 
space on the walls around 
her desk, and more com¬ 
puter screens sit below

those on her desk. 

Combs juggles multiple 
keyboards, computer mice 
and a comparatively old- 
fashioned telephone hand¬ 
set as she takes emergency 
phone calls and dispatches 


responders. 

“It’s a very different 
world,” she said. “If you 
can’t multi-task, this job is 
not for you.” 

Combs started out as a 
911 dispatcher for Lincoln 
County when the local call 
center was in Stanford, 14 
years before Lincoln and 
Garrard counties merged 
their 911 centers to create 
the regional Bluegrass 911 


call center. 

Her first day on the job 
was Nov. 23, 1993. Back 
then, the call center got 
about 3,000-5,000 calls per 
year at the most, she said. 

Most of the calls were 
for fights in progress, 
prowlers and vehicle 
wrecks. This year alone,

STANFORD 

Firefighters in Stanford 
were busy the night of 
Nov. 26 battling a large 
structure fire on Logan 
Avenue. 

Homeowner Jean 

Adams said her grand¬ 
daughters were playing in 
a back room Tuesday 
evening when they spot¬ 
ted fire out the window 
and came running through 
the house, warning adults. 

Adams’ son and a 
passerby called 911 to 
report the flames. 

“The whole upper floor 


was engulfed. The ceiling, 
the roof, the upper part 
was on fire,” Adams said. 

The calls reporting the 
fire came in about 6 p.m., 
Stanford Fire Chief Scott 
Maples said. When fire¬ 
fighters arrived on the 
scene, they found the two- 
story garage on Logan 
Avenue completely 

engulfed in flames. 

Stanford Fire 

Department dispatched its 
entire fleet of fire trucks 
and had 16 firefighters on 
the scene battling the 
blaze, Maples said. 

The fire was hot enough 
to melt items in the yard 
and the siding on the 
house next to the garage, 
Maples said.

Kenneth Allen Keith 


Pastor 
accused of 
shooting 
denied bond

Kenneth Allen Keith 
appeared in court for a bond 
hearing on Monday, but the 
request was denied, which 
means the man accused of 
killing three individuals will 
remain in jail for the duration 
of the trial. 

“That was sort of expect¬ 
ed,” said Mark Stanziano, 
the attorney representing 
Keith. Stanziano said it was 
possible to appeal, but it was 
unlikely that they would, 
because it “detracts” from 
what is being done in Keith’s 
defense. “As hard as that is, 
it’s easier than to add this 
extra layer of litigation.” 

“He’s upset, but that’s to 
be expected...He’s looking at 
being in jail for a long time 
before this comes to trial, 
which means he’s going to 
miss holidays, birthdays...” 
Stanziano said, “...of course, 
someone’s answer to that 
will be, ‘these three people 
are going to miss all of those 
dates for the rest of time.’ 
Yes, but if he didn’t do it, he 
shouldn’t miss any special 
days.” 

Keith has been serving 
without bond since he was 
arrested on Oct. 9 for the 
murder of Daniel Smith, a 
gold buyer, and Stanford res¬ 
idents Mike and Angela 
Hockensmith at the ABC 
Gold, Games and More store 
on Sept. 20. 

“I was actually a little 
more surprised by the 
judge’s first ruling, that the 
fact that they called murder a 
capital offense gives notice 
that the prosecutor is going 
to seek the death penalty. 
That’s the first time I’ve ever 
heard that. Usually, they give 
a specific notice that they are 
doing it — going to seek a 
death penalty. All murder is a 
capital offense by defini¬ 
tion,” he said. 

Stanziano explained that 
the process was different if a 
prosecutor was going to seek 
the death penalty. 

“If they’re going to seek 
the death penalty, then they 
make this showing about 
strong evidence or presump¬ 
tion of guilt. If they haven’t 
given notice that they’re 
going to seek the death 
penalty, then he’s entitled to 
a bond. It might be 
$500,000, but at least he 
would have had a bond set,” 
he said. 

Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Richie Bottoms 
said it hasn’t yet been decid¬ 
ed if prosecutors will seek 
the death penalty.

Persecution Sunday on Dec.

The lights were 
left off during the service and 
some members were led in 
blindfolded to honor those 
across the globe who have to 
practice their faith in secret 
with the threat of being 
arrested, tortured or killed. 

Members read accounts of 
Christians being arrested and 
tortured in several countries; 

Eddie May read scrip¬ 
tures between the readings, 


including Revelation 21:4: 
“And God shall wipe away 
all tears from their eyes; and 
there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, or crying, 
neither shall there be any 
more pain: for the former 
things are passed away.” And 
in Revelation 6: “And they 
cried out with a loud voice, 
saying, How long, oh Lord, 
holy and true dost thou not 
judge and avenge our blood 
on them that dwell on the 
earth? And white robes were 
given to every one of them;

rifles opened fire on the con¬ 
gregation through open win¬ 
dows. Her father and others 
were killed. But she said, 
“He is not dead,” and that she 
would see him again. 

A man was stripped and 
hung up by his hands in cold 
weather; cold water was 
sprayed on him repeatedly. 
He was praying for God to 
help him, and heard the 
words, “My grace is suffi¬ 
cient for you.” 

The service was closed 
with prayers for Christians 
around the world who are 
persecuted for their faith.

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No more 911 routing issues for 346 exchange

HUSTONVILLE — Problems 
with 911 call routing have been 
resolved for Lincoln County resi¬ 
dents with landline phones on the 
346 exchange in the Hustonville 
area. 

Lincoln County magistrates took 
the final step last week to budget 
for a monthly charge of $308 from 
Windstream Communications Inc. 
so that landline customers will be 
routed to Bluegrass 911, an emer¬ 
gency call center in Lancaster that 
serves Lincoln and Garrard coun¬ 
ties. 

Bluegrass 911 Director Russ 
Clark said the switch was flipped 
Nov. 13 so that 346-exchange 
numbers inside Lincoln County 
would no longer be routed improp¬ 
erly to Casey County dispatchers. 


“It has been a long time, but it’s 
finally come to fruition and every¬ 
thing is working properly,” he said. 

Lincoln residents with 346 
exchanges had been dealing with 
possibly problematic delays for 
their 911 calls for about two years, 
ever since Bluegrass 911 joined 
regional 911 call-routing system 
Central Kentucky Phone Network. 

Joining the network provided 
benefits like cost savings and 
improved 911 back-up from multi¬ 
ple other counties, but it also 
resulted in Windstream asking for 
almost $8,000 annually from 
Bluegrass 911 in order to route 
calls properly in the Hustonville 
area. 

911 officials balked at the price 
tag because Windstream was 
charging Casey County less than 
$900 per year for the same service. 

While the two sides debated a 


solution, the 1,600 landlines on the 
346 exchange continued to be rout¬ 
ed to Casey County dispatchers for 
911 calls, even though 1,300 of 
those landlines were located in 
Lincoln County homes. 

While Lincoln County Liscal 
Court has agreed to pay 
Windstream $308 per month for 
the remainder of the fiscal year — 
less than half what Windstream 
originally wanted — to fix the 
call-routing for now, Clark said 
Casey County is also in the 
process of using a grant to join 
Central Kentucky Phone Network 
as well. 

Once Casey and Lincoln are 
both on the same 911 network, the 
Windstream charges will be elimi¬ 
nated completely. 

Clark said Casey County offi¬ 
cials, who had been hesitant to 
join the network previously, have 


decided to move forward with the 
plan and will be on the network no 
later than June. At that point, the 
monthly $308 cost to the Lincoln 
County Liscal Court would disap¬ 
pear. 

Lincoln County Judge- 
Executive Jim Adams said while 
911 service for landlines has been 
fixed, residents with cell phones 
should be aware that they cannot 
be sure where their 911 calls will 
go whenever they’re near a 911 
boundary like a county line. 

Emergency calls from cell 
phones are routed to dispatchers 
based on which cell towers the 
phones are connected to, meaning 
a cell-phone user could be over the 
Lincoln County line but still be 
connected to a tower that routes to 
Casey County, he explained. 

“It’s still not going to be fool¬ 
proof for cell phones,” he said.

Wreck causes diesel spill on U.S. 27 
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Bluegrass 911 will handle 
around 44,000 calls, and the 
reasons for those calls is 
substantially different from 
the reasons in 1993, Combs 
said. 

Calls about traffic wrecks 
and domestic violence have 
gone through the roof, she 
said. And population growth 
in both Lincoln and Garrard 
counties has grown overall 
volume for all calls, she 
added. 

At any one moment, 
Combs said she might be 
communicating with the 
Lincoln County Sheriff’s 
Office and Stanford Police 
Department, while also talk¬ 
ing to EMS responders and 
paging out a reported fire. 

At any moment, chaos can 
break loose. The hardest part 
of her job comes during a 
regional emergency like an 
ice storm or natural disaster. 
During events like those, 
call volumes are orders of 
magnitude larger, Combs 
said. 

“By the end of your shift, 
you’re ready to go home 
because you’re doing a 
week’s worth of work in one 
day,” she said. 

But despite the heavy 
workload, Combs said she 
enjoys coming into work. 
She has a passion for help¬ 
ing people and enjoys the 
fact that “you never know 
what the next call is going to 
be.” 

After working as a dis¬ 
patcher for so many years, 
she can recognize the voices 
of some callers and they rec¬ 
ognize her, too. She’s also 
developed strategies for 
talking to children — she 
calls them “little people” — 
who may have accidentally 
called 911. 

Combs said she talks to 
kids “on their level” and acts 
like a friend of their parents 
in order to get an adult on the 
phone. Many times, adults 
have given the child an old 
phone as a toy but forgotten 
to take the batteries out. 

Combs interacts with kids 
outside of her official job 
duties, too — for the past 
three years, she has been reg¬ 
ularly visiting area schools to 
talk with students about how 
her job works and teach them 
about when they should call 
911. 

Combs said the unpre¬ 
dictable nature of her job has¬ 
n’t gotten old for her — 
adrenaline still shoots 
through her veins when she’s 
handling intense calls, such 
as a person who’s thinking 
about killing themselves or a 
pregnant woman who has 
gone into labor. 

The most extreme call 
Combs remembers is when 
she helped a woman who 
called after she went into 
labor — without having pre¬ 
viously realized she was 
pregnant — while “sitting on 
the commode.” 

Combs never learned the 
final outcome of that call and 
she said she doesn’t usually 
get to find out what happens 
for the people. 

“The only thing we can do 
is do the best we can here and 
hope for the best outcome,” 
she said. “I love my job. I will 
probably be here for another 
10 years before I retire.”

HALLS GAP — A 
stretch of U.S. 27 in 
Lincoln County was shut 
down for hours Nov. 26 
while hazardous materials 
responders cleaned up 
approximately 50 gallons 
of diesel fuel that spilled 
from a Pepsi delivery truck 
after a two-vehicle wreck. 

No one was injured in the 
wreck, which happened 
around 7:40 a.m. just south 
of the Halls Gap hill. 
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Members also get to place

Lincoln County Sheriff 
Curt Folger said about that 
time, 911 calls came in 
reporting a vehicle “all 
over the road.” 

“The next call we had 
was that there had been a 
wreck up here at Halls 
Gap,” he said. 

The wreck occurred 
when a southbound Nissan 
sedan driven by Sally Moss 
of Stanford crossed the 
center line and collided 
with the fuel tank of a 
northbound Pepsi delivery 
truck driven by Logan

Radley of Somerset, Folger 
said. 

The two vehicles were 
traveling at low speeds, 
around 20 miles per hour, 
he said. Radley attempted 
to pull his truck onto the 
shoulder in order to avoid 
Moss’ vehicle, he added. 

Folger said he suspects a 
medical condition caused 
Moss to begin driving errat¬ 
ically. 

“The lady we do believe 
had a medical condition,” he 
said. “She was incoherent

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“With the radiant heat and a fire 
that big, it just starts melting stuff 
close to it,” he said. 

Firefighters spent about three 
hours on the scene extinguishing 
the fire. They used a thermal imag¬ 
ing camera to verify that damage 


to the house did not extend beyond 
the melted siding, but the garage is 
a “total loss,” Maples said. 

Adams said she had a lot of 
stuff, including furniture, clothing 
and lawn equipment, stored in the 
building. She said there were some 
shop lights and an electric heater 
located on the second floor, but as 
far as she knows, they weren’t 


plugged in or turned on. 

An investigation by Stanford 
Fire Investigator Tim Lawson 
determined that an electric space 
heater was what caused the fire. 

“Point of origin was on the 
upper level ... in the southwest 
corner,” Lawson’s report reads. 
“An electric space heater was in 
this spot. The property owner said 


there was also a blanket hanging 
from the ceiling near the heater ... 
this was the only possible ignition 
source in the area of the point of 
origin. It is my opinion that the 
heater ignited the blanket and 
started the fire.” 

No one was inside the structure 
during the fire and there were no 
civilians or firefighters injured.

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“It’s under consideration at this 
point. We haven’t made a final 
decision on that,” Bottoms said. 
However, he does agree with the 
judge’s decision to deny bond. 

“I think the judge correctly ruled 
to not give a bond. The detective 


who testified presented some pretty 
substantial evidence,” Bottoms 
said. He explained that some of the 
evidence found among Keith’s 
belonging included money bands 
associated with Smith’s business 
and a receipt book belonging to 
Smith which contained a transac¬ 
tion in Lexington from the day 
prior to the murder. That informa¬ 


tion, along with the fact that shell 
casings found at the murder scene 
matched those found at Keith’s 
business, was revealed during the 
hearing. 

“The strength of the testimony is 
what gave the court something to 
consider,” Bottoms said. 

He noted that the prosecutor’s 
continues to build as police are 


waiting for test results from the 
Kentucky State Police lab. 

Stanziano said the defense’s case 
is also building and that he would 
continue to review statements, 
videos and other evidence. He is 
going to ask that evidence which 
was taken from Keith and is irrele¬ 
vant to the investigation be 
returned to the family. 


In addition to three counts of 
murder, Keith is also being charged 
with first degree robbery and first 
degree burglary. 

A status hearing is scheduled for 
February. Stanziano expressed the 
possibility of attempting to move 
the trial, however he admitted it 
might be difficult to find a suitable 
alternative.

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Thanksgivukkah' 
example of U.S. 
economic and 
religious freedom 


The marketing frenzy 
surrounding 
“Thanksgivukkah” — a 
term coined by a 
Massachusetts woman for 
this year’s rare conver¬ 
gence of Thanksgiving 
and Hanukkah — reminds 
me of an old New Yorker 
cartoon: 

Leaning on the railing 
of a ship bound for the 
New World, one Pilgrim 
says to another: “My 
immediate goal is reli¬ 
gious freedom, but my 
long term plan is to go 
into real estate.” 

The joke works because 
as every schoolchild 
learns, millions have 
come to these shores 
drawn by the promise of 
religious freedom — and 
once here, immigrants 
have used that freedom to 
build a free enterprise 
system that is the envy of 
the world. 

That quintessential 
American spirit was on 
full display this week as 
the marketplace filled 
with everything from 
Thanksgivukkah cards to 
yarmulkes with Pilgrim 
belt buckles. My favorite 
Thanksgivukkah entrepre¬ 
neur is the 9-year-old 
who came up with a 
turkey-shaped menorah 
called “Menurkey” and 
then got it funded 
through Kickstarter. 

Beyond the fun and 
hype, however, is the 
vitally important causal 
link between freedom 
from oppression, espe¬ 
cially in matters of con¬ 
science, and freedom to 
innovate and prosper. As 
one of the 

Thanksgivukkah t-shirts 
puts it: “8 Days of Light, 
Liberty & Latkes.” 

Both holidays are root¬ 
ed in stories about the 
struggle for religious 
freedom. Hanukkah com¬ 
memorates the victory of 
the Maccabees in the 2nd 
century BCE over the 
army of a Syrian king 
who had profaned the 
Temple and outlawed 
Judaism. And 
Thanksgiving has its ori¬ 
gins in 17th century cele¬ 
brations by the Pilgrims 
of Plymouth who came to 
what is now 
Massachusetts seeking 
freedom from religious 
persecution. 

But neither holiday 
marks a lasting triumph 
for religious freedom. 
Rome eventually con¬ 
quers Jerusalem and re¬ 
subjugates the Jews. The 
Pilgrims and Puritans of 
Massachusetts Bay 
Colony do protect reli¬ 
gious freedom, but only 
for themselves and not 
for others. 

Not until Roger 
Williams founds Rhode 
Island in 1635 does reli¬ 
gious freedom find a true 
and lasting home in

America. Exiled from 
Massachusetts Bay for 
advocating liberty of con¬ 
science, Williams created 
the first society on earth 
that fully separated 
church from state and 
guaranteed free exercise 
of religion for all people. 

Imagine the shock and 
amazement of the first 
boatload of Jewish fami¬ 
lies to land in Rhode 
Island. Unwelcome in 
most places, barely toler¬ 
ated in others, Jews in 
Europe and the Americas 
had long suffered perse¬ 
cution and discrimination. 

But when Jewish fami¬ 
lies reached Rhode Island 
in 1658, not only were 
they permitted to settle 
there — they were guar¬ 
anteed complete freedom 
to practice their faith as 
full citizens of the 
colony. 

Today, the twin princi¬ 
ples of “no establish¬ 
ment” and “free exercise” 
essential for religious 
freedom in Rhode Island 
are enshrined in the First 
Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution, undergird¬ 
ing humanity’s boldest 
and most successful 
experiment in freedom of 
conscience. 

Of course, we have 
often failed to live up to 
our own principles and 
ideals. Anti-Semitism 
persists, Islamophobia is 
on the rise, nativism 
keeps rearing its ugly 
head, and Native 
Americans are still ask¬ 
ing when religious free¬ 
dom will fully apply to 
them. 

But this 

Thanksgivukkah we can 
be grateful — very grate¬ 
ful — that in a world torn 
apart by sectarian con¬ 
flicts and ethnic divides, 
the United States stands 
out as a sign of hope that 
people can, in fact, live 
together with deep reli¬ 
gious differences. 

By the time 
Thanksgiving and 
Hanukkah converge again 
in 79,000 years (accord¬ 
ing to one estimate being 
bandied about on the 
Internet), the 
“Thanksgivukkah” trade¬ 
mark will have probably 
expired. 

But if we keep working 
at it, the American exper¬ 
iment in liberty will long 
endure.

Feels like home 


Golden Living Center's hospice room offers comfort for patients, families

A soft green paint gives 
the room a calming, wel¬ 
coming effect. A cherry 
end table is positioned 
between two comfy chairs. 
Family photos — smiling 
granddaughters with hair 
bows — and a veteran’s 
appreciation certificate sit 
atop a cherry-stained chest 
of drawers with a leaf 
motif. 

A flat-screen TV hangs 
on a wall. Tasteful mini¬ 
blinds allow the light to fill 
the room or be filtered out 
for sleeping. 

The room resembles 
someone’s bedroom in 
their home in many ways 
but this room actually is a 
recently remodeled 

Heritage Hospice room at 
Golden Living Center in 
Stanford. Lincoln is one of 
the four counties served by 
Heritage Hospice. 

Decorating decisions 
were made by Heritage 
Hospice Volunteer 

Services Director Wendy 
Hellard. In 2009, Hellard 
decorated two rooms at 
Ephraim McDowell 

Regional Medical Center 
and later one room at Fort 
Logan Hospital in Stanford 
for Heritage Hospice 
patients to use during a 
hospital stay. 

A hospice room at 
Golden Living is equally 
important because 30 per¬ 
cent of Heritage Hospice’s 
patients are served in nurs¬ 
ing facilities. Heritage 
Hospice Executive 

Director Janelle Wheeler’s 
main request of Hellard 
was that she create a home¬ 
like setting. 

“We are grateful for the 
collaboration with Golden 
Living. When the opportu¬ 
nity presented itself, 
Wendy and our wonderful 
volunteers embraced the

idea. It was important to 
them to create an experi¬ 
ence for the hospice patient 
and family like they would 
want if they were in a sim¬ 
ilar situation. We want not 
only our patients, but fami¬ 
ly and others important to 
them to have the space and 
comfort they need during 
this time.” 

Hellard said she knew 
what she wanted to accom¬ 
plish the minute she 
stepped into the room. “I 
wanted it to feel more like 


a home setting. I wanted 
furniture the family could 
use and be comfortable 
while spending time with 
their loved ones.” 

Hellard enlisted several 
volunteers to help with 
painting and hanging pic¬ 
tures and other items on 
the walls. The volunteer 
department, which holds a 
May plant sale as a 
fundraiser, funded the proj¬ 
ect. A plaque on the wall 
recognizes the volunteers 
for their generosity. 


A chair in the room 
becomes a bed so family 
can stay overnight. 

Volunteer Tim 

Montgomery hung the flat- 
screen TV so the patient 
can lie in bed and view it. 

“With the volunteers’ 
involvement we went right 
to work,” Hellard said. 

Hellard succeeded with 
her mission to create a 
cozy setting. 

“Family members have 
told me how much they 
appreciate the homey 
touches of the lamp and the 
nice TV. My goal was just 
to furnish the room and 
make it as comfortable for 
the family as possible and 
to bring things into the 
room that would make peo¬ 
ple feel happy.” 

Golden Living Executive 
Director Kevin McCowan 
put the wheels in motion 
for the hospice patient pri¬ 


ority room when he met a 
Heritage Hospice nurse at 
the door and asked her, 
“Where is the paint?” 

McCowan said he knew 
the value in having this 
type of room and it’s been 
great to see the end result. 

“Our hospice room has 
given families the opportu¬ 
nity to enjoy time together 
and relish their moments. 
Having worked in hospice 
has given me an inside 
look at all the great bene¬ 
fits that hospice provides. 
We are hoping that this 
venture with Heritage 
Hospice will encourage the 
community to seek educa¬ 
tion on preparing for end 
of life.

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FARM FACTS

Pomsettias for the holidays 


Traditional red and green 
colors are well represented 
in the flowers available for 
the holidays. Poinsettias, 
the most popular and spec¬ 
tacular holiday flowers, 
can combine both these 
colors. The poinsettia was 
named for Joel Robert 
Poinsett, an amateur 
botanist and the first 
United States ambassador 
to Mexico. He became fas¬ 
cinated with these native 
plants that were scattered 
all over Mexico and sent 
poinsettias home to 
Greenville, S.C. in 1825. 

The Aztecs cultivated 
poinsettias for medicinal 
purposes and as a dye. 
Missionaries to Mexico 
used the brightly colored 
plants in nativity proces¬ 
sions, possibly beginning 
the holiday connection that 
continues today. 

Poinsettias are the most 
popular potted plant grown 
in the United States, with 
annual sales exceeding 70 
million plants. More than 
60 varieties are produced 
and sold in Kentucky. 
Approximately 500,000 
plants are grown here 
annually. 

The three to six bloom 
red poinsettia is the most 
frequently used, but sever¬ 
al other sizes, shapes and 
colors are available. Colors 
range from creamy white 
to yellow through shades 
of pink to the traditional 
red. The colorful plant 
parts often referred to as 
“flowers”, actually are 
modified leaves called 
“bracts”. The yellow cen¬ 


ters are really the “flow¬ 
ers”. Some poinsettias 
have marbled pink and 
white bracts; others may 
have pink flecks on red. 
Poinsettia bracts are very 
long lasting, providing a 
nice decorative plant for 
the holiday season. 

The poinsettia is not poi¬ 
sonous to people or pets, 
but is classified as a non¬ 
edible plant material. 
Extension university 
research and laboratory 
testing have proven that 
poinsettias are not poison¬ 
ous. One scientific study 
concluded that no toxicity 
occurred at ingestion levels 
much higher than those 
likely to take place in a 
home. The main informa¬ 
tion resource for most poi¬ 
son control centers states 
that a 50-pound child 
would have to ingest more 
than 500 poinsettia leaves 
to surpass an experimental 
dose. 

Some people have skin 
sensitivity to the white 
milk sap produced when a 
part of the plant is broken 
or injured. Ingesting a 
plant part may cause some 
discomfort. Active young 
children, who are apt to put 
just about anything in their 
mouths, and curious cats 
might choke on fibrous 
poinsettia foliage. 

Therefore it is a good prac¬ 
tice to put poinsettias and 
all other non-edible plants 
out of children’s and pets’ 
reach. 

Poinsettias will remain 
beautiful far beyond the 
holiday season when cared 


for properly. Keeping the 
following tips can help 
extend the life of your 
plants. Choose a plant with 
small, tightly clustered yel¬ 
low buds in the center and 
crisp, bright, undamaged 
foliage. At home, put the 
poinsettia in a room with 
bright, natural light. 
Ideally, plant foliage 
should be exposed to direct 
sunlight one or more hours 
daily. 

Avoid locations where 
there are drafts and close 
heat sources. Do not put 
the plant on top of a televi¬ 
sion set or near a radiator 
because of the heat. Water 
the plant when the soil 
becomes dry; drooping 
leaves may indicate it 
needs watering. Be sure to 
discard excess water in the 
drip saucer. Keep the soil 
just barely at the moist 
stage. 

If you want to keep a 
poinsettia after the holiday 
season, fertilize it with 
ordinary houseplant fertil¬ 
izer a few weeks after buy¬ 
ing it. It is a lot of trouble 
to keep them and get them 
ready for next year. I don’t 
think it is worth the effort 
so enjoy them through 
February, then throw them 
away and look forward to 
next Christmas season to 
purchase your next poin¬ 
settia.

Farm storage loans available 


Kentucky USD A Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) State 
Executive Director John W. 
McCauley reminds farmers 
and ranchers that Farm 
Storage Facility Loans 
(FSFL) are available 
through FSA. 

Farm Storage Facility 
Loans are a great investment 
for producers who are at the 
mercy of commercial stor¬ 
age facilities," said 
McCauley. "Many facilities 
charge premium rates 
nationwide and sometimes 
availability is a concern 
when these facilities are at 
maximum capacity." 

The Farm Service Agency 
offers low-interest loans to 
grain producers to build new 
or upgrade existing storage 
facilities and permanent 
drying and handling equip¬ 
ment. Loan opportunities 
include, but are not limited 
to: 

•New conventional-type 
cribs or bins, oxygen-limit¬ 
ing and other upright silo- 
type structures, and flat-type 
storage structures designed 
for whole grain storage, 

•Perforated floors, safety 
equipment, quality improve¬ 
ment equipment, electrical 
equipment and concrete 
components considered 
essential for a fully func¬ 
tional storage facility, 

•Remodeling existing 
storage facilities to increase 
storage capacity. 

“Producers with on-farm 
storage facilities have more 
control when it comes to 
marketing their crop," said 
McCauley. "The added con¬ 
trol and flexibility allows 
producers to sell their crop 


at optimal times when prices 
are more favorable." 

Farm storage facility 
loans must be approved 
prior to site preparation, 
equipment purchase or con¬ 
struction, and must be 
secured by a promissory 
note and security agree¬ 
ment. The new maximum 
principal loan amount is 
$500,000. Participants are 
required to provide a down 
payment of 15 percent, with 
CCC providing a loan for 
the remaining 85 percent of 
the net cost of the eligible 
storage facility and perma¬ 
nent drying and handling 
equipment. 


Additional security is 
required for poured-cement 
open-bunker silos, renew¬ 
able biomass facilities, cold 
storage facilities, hay barns 
and for all loans exceeding 
$50,000. New loan terms of 
seven, 10 or 12 years are 
available depending on the 
amount of the loan. Interest 
rates for each term rate may 
be different and are based 
on the rate which CCC bor¬ 
rows from the Treasury 
Department.

Kentucky USD A Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) State 
Executive Director John W. 
McCauley announced that 
producers now have until 
Jan. 15, 2014, to report crops 
that have a Nov. 15, 2013, or 
Dec. 15, 2013, reporting 
deadline without paying a 
late-file fee. Crops under this 
waiver include wheat and 
native and improved grasses 
intended for grazing or hay¬ 
ing. The Risk Management 
Agency (RMA) did not grant 
a waiver so producers need to 
consult their crop insurance 
agent for deadlines for 
insured crops. 

“In order to comply with 
FSA program eligibility 
requirements, all producers 
are encouraged to visit their 
County FSA office to file an 
accurate crop certification 
report by the applicable dead¬ 
line," said McCauley. 

The following acreage 
reporting dates are applicable 
for Kentucky: 

•December 15, 2013: 

Barley-Gr, Canola (FAL), 
Oats (FAL), Rye, Annual Rye 
Grass, Wheat 
•January 2, 2014: Honey 
•January 15,2014: Apples, 
blueberries, caneberries,

Avoid these 
common mistakes 


Many students spend 
more for college than they 
should by making some 
common mistakes when 
seeking financial aid. 
Follow these tips from the 
Kentucky Higher Education 
Assistance Authority 

(KHEAA) to make sure you 
get the help you need. 

Some people don’t bother 
to apply for financial aid 
because they don’t think 
they’ll qualify. But they 
should submit the Free 
Application for Federal 
Student Aid (FAFSA) to find 
out if they’re eligible for 
state and federal student aid 
programs. Not filing may 
hurt their chances of getting 
more free money for col¬ 
lege. 

Another common mistake 


is waiting until the last 
minute to apply for financial 
aid. Some programs have 
deadlines, while others have 
limited funds. Students and 
families should submit the 
FAFSA as early as possible 
after Jan. 1 of each year. 

Colleges send each stu¬ 
dent who has applied for 
student aid a financial aid 
package. Students and their 
families should look it over 
carefully. They should com¬ 
pare offers if they have 
received offers from more 
than one school to see which 
one is the best deal. 

Students who need loans 
to help pay for college must 
be good consumers. They 
should apply for federal stu¬ 
dent loans before applying 
for private loans. Not all pri¬ 


vate lenders offer the same 
rates and benefits. 
Borrowers should pay close 
attention to what lenders call 
the back-end benefits: the 
interest rate and principal 
reductions offered when 
repaying the loan.
